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What Dots Hole in the Cfieese Taste Uk»? 


The d i i c u i i l o n between the Swiss 


cheesemakers of Wisconsin and the fed- 
eral Food and Drug Administration is a 
strange thing. It would be funny if it did 
not mean §o much in hard eaih to the 
Wisconsin producers. 


The Pood and D r u g Administration 


has the duty to see that the food and 
drugs on the market in the United States 
meet certain qualifications of purity, nu- 
trition and healthfulness. In this instance, 
however, they are not talking about the 
quality of the Swiss cheese but the quality 
of the holes in the cheese. It is well known 
that the American housewife 
prefers 


Swiss cheese with holes in it. So far as 
the discussions between the cheesenukers 
and the FDA have gone, there has been 
little mention of the quality of the cheese. 
The cheesemakers contend that cheese is 
just as good without holes as it is with 
holes. Furthermore, they point out that 
every block or wheel of Swiss cheese has 
areas without h o l e s but they say that 
those areas are the same quality cheese 
as the areas with holes. The Food and 
Drug Administration contends that it is 
against their rules for the checramakers 
to produce holes artificially in the *reas 
that are naturally solid although, so far 
as we have heard, they have not con- 
tended that the quality of the cheese was 
less desirable in those areas than in the 
center where the holes are more numer- 
ous. 


It is the FDA contention that when 


housewives select cheese with holes in it 
they want naturally made holes. Presum- 
ably that is an indication of quality which 
the housewives rely upon and the FDA 
holds that they are being deceived when 
they get cheese with artificially produced 
holes. 


The cheesemakers have proposed that 


they be permitted to scoop out holes in the 
Swiss cheese to make it more appealing 
to the housewives and that such cheese be 
labeled 
"Some 
eyes 
mechanically 


formed." 


Donald N. McDowell, director of the 


Wisconsin Department of Agriculture, 
says "If a slice of cheese is from top 
grade Swiss, it's still Swiss, with or with- 
out holes." He adds the eye formation in 
the cheese is only one criterion for desig- 
nating the quality of Swiss cheese but 
there isn't a block or a wheel produced 
that doesn't have sections without eyes. 
Whether or not cheesemakers should pro- 
duce eyes artificially is a question that 
Mr. McDowell doesn't go into. He mertly 
says if such eyes are made and if the 
product is properly labeled there should 
be no deception involved. 


It seems strange that the FDA will 


argue with a statement 
like that. 
Its 


business is to see that the householder 
gets the grade of cheese indicated on the 
label. If it is G r a d e A cheese what's 
wrong with its having more or less holes 
in it? There is no charge for the holes.

The New Cigarette Tax 


It has seemed unfair to a great many 


people that the cigarette smoker should 
be taxed so heavily while the other users 
of tobacco such is the cigar smoker, the 
pipe smoker or the tobacco chewer go 
scot-free. But there may be some justice 
in the latest 1-cent tax on cigarettes since 
it will be used largely to develop and pre- 
serve the outdoor resources of the state.

Tactical Weapon 


The first of these is a tactical 


thermonuclear weapon which can 
be made far more cheaply than 
an atomic tactical weapon and 
has the vast advantage that it can 
destroy by heat .without produc- 
ing a lot of dangerous fallout to 
threaten friendly troops or civU- 
ians. 


The second type of bomb that 


needs testing is the so-called neu- 
tron bomb, designed primarily for 
use in anti-missile missiles. 


Theoretically such a bomb ex- 


ploded in the vicinity of an on- 
coming missile can 
completely 


neutralize its electronic guidance 
system.

A tax agent will not permit you 


to compute deductible car
